French-Algerian Peace 


Talks Reported Deadlocked 


LU GRIN . France (U P I) - The 
>econd round of peace talks be- 
;ween French and Algerian Mos­ 


lem negotiant appeared today to 
be as hopelessly deadlocked as 
the first. 
Although both sides fought des­ 
perately to end the stalemate in 
an attempt to end the 64 year- 
old war in Algeria, 
they were 
making little headway. 
French and Algerian representa­ 
tives arranged to meet later this 
morning, but neither side was op­ 
timistic.

Although the incident involving 
M acbeth 
primarily 
concerned 
a 
football farm 
it v as the initial 
tip supplied by him which ulti­ 
mately led to a grand jury inves­ 
tigation in New York that rocked 
collegiate basketball. 
And before it's all over. M ac­ 
beth feels the scandals will lap 
back 
to the football ranks. 
He 
said he is keeping an eye on the 
same New York grand jury. 
Size Against Him 
To look at the P-nsacoUi, Fla., 
native, one would wonder w hat he 
is doing reporting to a profes­ 
sional football camp. He stands 
five - feet 
eight »nt' weighs 200 
pounds 
He was a fullback 
at 
Florida, but hopes to play com er 
linebacker for the Steelera, who 
signed him as a free agent. 
A ctually it was his size — or 
lack of it — that played a big 
part in M a-beth's r e v o l t i n g 
against the attempted bribe offer 


made to him. 
“ You see. I never had the nat­ 
ural ability to really be a stand­ 
out," he admitted. “ I always had 
to put out a little extra effort. 
That’s why I get so upset when 
ever I pick up a paper and read 
about 
these talented guys who 
take bribes. 
“ To 
think 
they 
are throwing 
away all their natural ability. If 
you 
read closely 
you 
can 
see 
they're big stars, at least most 
of them. It’s really a shame.” 
Macbeth said he was first ap­ 
proach ed by the 
gambling ele­ 
ment the week of the Florida- 
Florida State gam e last Sept. 24. 
“ I don't know why they picked 
on m e." he said. “ I was a no­ 
body. I wonder how many other 
guys they got?” 
A soft-spoken youngster, Mac­ 
beth wants to — but can’t — feel 
sorry for those players who were 
caught in the fixes. 
“Their sob stories get me mad. 
I needed that money as much as 
they did. believe me.” he added. 
Almost Flat Broke 
Why was it then that Macbeth, 
who admittedly had a financial 
problem turned down an offer of 
“easy money” and notified the 
authorities 
At the time of the 
bribe attempt, he said, he owned 
one pair of pants and had 30 
cents to his nam e. 
“ I don't really know the answer 
to that," he said. “ It was just 
the right thing for me to do—to 
say ‘no* and let my coach know 
what happened You have to real­ 
ize that football has been good to 


me. It gave me nearly everything 
I had. 1 don't think I gave too 
much in return. 
“ Look, football got me up here 
with the Steelers. I don’t know 
whether I’ll make it (the team ) 
or not. but I’m going to try like 
hell. 
That’s 
something 
to 
be 
thankful for—the chance." 
He 
figures if he 
makes 
the 
grade with the Steelers he will 
have sufficient funds to go back 
to college and get his degree. He 
left the University of Florida at 
mid-year, admittedly because he 
had a struggle with the books. 
Too Tired To Study 
” 1 used to get so fired pra* 
ticing football that I'd go horn'* 
at night, glance at a stack of 
books, look at my bed, jum p in 
and go to sleep.” he continued 
When the people of the state of 
Florida learned about Macbeth 
turning down the bribe offer and 
reporting it to authorities, they 
responded with gifts and mone 
But Jon shied away. 
“ I didn't want anything out of 
this.” he said frankly. “ So I gave

to

•cholarship fund." 
Things are panning out well for 
Macbeth 
He has a shot at pro 
football. His university will give
